of atticles explanatory of the new 
“California| Vehicle Act” which the 
California State Automobile Associa- 
tion was instrumental in drafting 
and passing through the L<gislature. 
It. becomes. effective at midnight. 
August 31, 1923. 

May Have Traffic Officers 

The new Vehicle Act makes it pos- 
sible for Counties of the State to 
again enforce the provisions of the 
Act. The provisions governing this 
situation sets out, in substance, that: 
The Board of Supervisors in their 
respective Counties and the Chief of 
the: Division of Motor Vehicles are 
authorized te enter into contracts 
providing for the appointment by 
the Chief of the Division of a suf- 
ficient number of inspectors and 
‘traffice officers to serve in such 
, Counties, , 

Compensation of such officers ap- 
pointed to serve in any County shall 
be paid by the State out of that 
portion of the net receipts of the 
Motor Vehicle fund which such Coun- 
ty is entitled to receive. These of- 
ficers are exempted under the Act 
from taking the Civil Service ex- 
amination. ‘ 

State inspectors at large may also 
be appointed by the Chief of the Di- 
vision. in such number as will be 
necessary to enforce thé provisions 
of the Act. These are in addition to 
the County officers. All State and 
County officers appointed under the 
Act are vested with authority of Peace 
Officers for the purpose of its en- 
forcement, 

Speed Traps Eliminated 

No evidence as to the speed of. a 
vehicle shall be admitted in any 
Court against any person arrested for 
speeding when such evidence is bas- 
ed upon speed taken by use of a 
+ “Speed Trap”. A speed trap. is de- 
fined to be a certain marked off and 
measured distance of highway over 
which the speed of a vehicle is tak- 
en. 
Officers Must Be In Uniform * 

No fficer arresting or participat- 
ing or assisting in an arrest for speed} 
ing can testify in court as to such 
offense, if, at the time of such ar- 
‘rest, he was not dressed in a dis- 
tinctive uniform, and patrolling or 
upon the Highway upon which the ar- 
rest \was made in plain sight of all 
Persgns,.traveling thereon. 

Weight Limit Provisions.

Gasoline Price 
Is Reduced In 
Yosemite Valley 


Sharp cuts in the price of gasoline 
have been made this year in Yosemite 
National Park and 80,000 motorists 
who will visit the Park- before the 
season is over will save many thous- 
ands of dollars in their fuel bills. 

“Gas” at 28-cents in Yosemite Val- 
‘ey is the cheapest at which it ever 
has been sold in the Park. Also, the 
same price prevails at Chinquapin, 
which is the junction of the Glacier 
Point and Wawono roads, where 
the price in previous years has al- 
‘ways been two cents above the Yose- 
mite Valley basis owing to the long- 
er haulage: the reduction in the 
Chinquapin price was made possible 
by co-operation between the Yose- 
mite National Park Company, which 


the “Btandard Oil company, Chih 
suppHes the gasoline, each of which 
consented to lop one cent off its. 
price for the benefit of motorists. 

The biggest reduction, however, 
and one of great importance now that 
the Tioga Road is opening, is in| 
the price of gasoline in Tuolumne 
Meadows.
